in Iowa. In Maine, where nearly one- 
halt' the State is covered by a pine forest, 
they ate figuring up the annual cost offen- 
ces, 
and inquiring if there is not a better 


way. 
Mr. Prince estimates that there 


are G3,l>56 farms in that State, which aver- 
age 500 rods of fence on each farm, the re- 
pairs of which average ten cents per rod 
per yoar, or $3,397,000. Aud this ia 
con- 


stantly increasing with the advance of the 
price of wood and timber, and they con- 
tend that soon it will become to burden- 
some to bear. 
Other States are also looking seriously to 


this question, and it is evident the day is 
coming when a man will have to do 
with his farm as they did with their resi- 
dences in feudal limes, make every bouse 
a castle. The world IB advancing, and the 
law compelling a man to fence against his 
neighbor's stock will soon be classed with 
the law sending a man to prison lor the 
reason that be was unable to pay bis debts. 


In Iowa wo believe no county, after try- 


ing the herd law, has gone back on their 
first decision adopting it. In Qrundy coun- 
ty.after having the law legally in torce two 
years, at the last election they voted to re- 
tain it. by a vote of only eleven voles 
against it out of 800. 
The sudden change 


of the law finds many unprepared for it, 
and in those counties where it was adopt- 
ed last fall for the first time, ninny who 
live along tho rivers and have never dream- 
ed of having pastures for their stock will 
find it a hardship. No harder, however, 
than the poor man on the prairie who owus 
his 80 or ICO acres and could not improve 
it, owing to tbe great cost of fencing. 
Soon the people of those countries just en- 
tering upon the new way of living will 
have pastures—their stock will be easily 
found, their time can be spent at prontuble 
industry instead of tanging after cows, and 
their neighbor's crop will be safe. It would 
be well for all fanners this winttir to be 
preparing fences for pastures, whether in 
a herd-law country or not. 
And in those 


c'ountit-s where the law is in force, thoso 
who are »b!o will find it convenient and 
comfortable to bava their farms fenced in 
suitable lots. Some are arranging for a 
niovablo fence, so that advantages can be 
taken of pastures for hogs and. cattle, as the 
crops on the farm change. There are sev- 
eral kinds of movable fence which can be 
manufactured in winter, aud miles of it 
put out in the spring m a few days.—-Oca 
Moincs Register.
